Many friends mourn the death of 
Pred W. Nuetzel, wliich occurcd Tues¬ 
day morning at Ids home, 124 K. 
Alegria. at the age of 3.') years. 

He was a native of Mempids, Tenn., 
and before coming to lids place, idne 
years ago, was paying teller of llie 
Commerce & Trust Hank of that city, 
and at the time of Ids death was Vice 
President of the First National Hank 
of Sierra Madre; Treasurer of the 
Hoard of Trade of Sierra Madre. and 
a member of the Elk's Lodge of Pasa¬ 
dena. 

He was chairman of the various 
Liberty Loan Drives, and it was 
through his untiring efforts that 
Sierra Madre always exceeded its 
(|uota.

However, when Central avenue is 
extended on west to meet Orange 
Grove avenue in Pasadena, then we 
will "tlx lip" to meet the new con¬ 
ditions. The communication fol¬ 
lows: 

“It is almost Inconceivable to a 
stranger to tind so few accomnicxla- 
tlons at Sierra .Madre for visitors. 
Not alone is there a scarcity of rooms 
and boarding places, hut it is almost 
an impossihility for tourists to secure 
a meal. Sierra Madre is one of the 
cleanest and most alDactlve towns 
the writer has visited on a ten-thou¬ 
sand-mile trip, and though its fame Is 
wide in California, as a liealtli resort, 


so Is its lack of accommodations 
eiiually famous. 

"Throughout the stales of Wash¬ 
ington and Oregon, even the smaller g 
of the country towns provide resting x 
places for the immense tourist traf- I 
lie that is only beginning. Plenty of i 
places the size of Sierra Madre, and s 
even smaller, provide public cami)- r 
ing sites—water, cooking ranges, and t 
even fire-wood for the travelers— s 
and these things are furnished out of c 
the public purse. < 

“It should not he a hard mutter to 
gel the business men all interested in 
the matter of a tourists’ retreat— 
say a wood Inillding of 20 or 30 rooms 
wltli running water anil other con¬ 
veniences — a care-taker employed, 
and a reasonable charge made for 
the accommodations. The venture 
eonld easily he made pay the projec¬ 
tors, and it would be a boon to the

In fact, so large and sumptuous are 
they, so Impelessly heyomi the imxlest 
needs of the Havarian royal fainil.v 
did they jirove, Liat for a long time 
their only use was to provide a little 
revenue through the fees charged to 
the thousands of visitors who pass*‘<l 
yearly through their sji!i<'iotis halls. 

'I'lie palaces In (jiiestlon are N'eu- 
sehwansteln. LInderhof .ntid Herren- 
clilemsee, all thn-e built by the "mad 
king.” I.ntlwig 11 of Havaria, who 
reigned from 1S<>4 to liis tragic lieath 
In isstl, and cost Havaria such huge 
sums li.v his extravagance that he wa.s 
liiially dejioscd and locked up as in¬ 
curably lnsam>. 

During the time that I-udwIg was 
IKUiring out his own and the state’s 
funds in rebuilding old castles and 
bulliling the new ones that \v(>re to 
make Ids name a synoiiym for extrav¬ 
agance he was bound in Intimate 
frlcndstui> with Hichanl M'agner, the 
famous comiuiser. 'I'lie signs of this 
fricmisbiii may be smui In one of tlie 
castles, Neuschwanstein, where there 
are many paintings of sienes from tin- 
legenils upon which Wagner based Ids 
World-famous operas. 

Neuschwanstein Most Remark.tble. 

Df the three great palaees which 
may revert to the Havarian slate as n 
result of the negotiations between the 
exiled Havarian king and the govern¬ 
ment which overthrew 1dm, the most 
remarkable, both In location and archi¬ 
tecture, Is Neuschwanstein. It Is about 
eighty-five miles south of MiinU'h, in 
the Havarian highlands, three miles 
from the quaint old town of Fussen, 
nnd close to the old ca.stle of ilolien- 
si'hwangau. wldeti originally helongtal 
to tin* house of (Juelph and was pur- 
ehas(‘d in l-'id" b.v tin* dukes of Hava- 
rta. Holiensi'liwangau was the favor 
ite residence of the mad King I.inlwig. 
but, tiring of sta.vlng long in one place, 
lie conceived the Idea of building an¬ 
other castle palace, in the mimiier ot 
the kings of the middle ages. Ills eye 
fell njinn a precljdtons crag close to 
Hohensehwangau, ami there, hetween 
18<>!t nnd lS,8rt, nmse tht* s)dendid pal 
ace widuli ranks as the greatest of all 
Hie many monuments to Ludwig’s 
liulhl'ng niiiidii. Its iinnie. Neiiseh- 
wiinsteln. Is due to the fnct that the 
near li.v castle of Hohensehwangau was 
formerl.v called Scliwansteln. 

Ludwig set three of the best-known 
Havarian nreldlect.s—Dollnian. Hlmlel 
and HolTmnn—to work on lids creation 
of his wild fancy, nnd they reared for 
him n grand structure In the Itomiin- 
esque style, planned soniewlint after 
the style of the Wnrtburg. Here the 
lidluenee of Wagner on the king may 
he traced, for the Wnrthnrg, In Ttiiir-

From the vesiihule ('pens a 
court tmvf'd with niarl'le. on the right 
of which is a staircase splendidly 
adorned with niarhh'. stucco and paint¬ 
ings. 

The mad king never really enji'ved 
any of Ills palneos. Ills inalinly grow 
ni'i'ii him from .venr to year, and he 
spent inueh of his tinn' n stlessly wan¬ 
dering from (vne palace to nnotlier. In¬ 
dulging In wild night rides wltln'ut 
definite aim, craving sidltiuh'.

Complicated Contrivance, but It’s 

Very Simple to Understand. 

This ciiu.>-i‘s cvupiiratlnn. anil the elec¬ 
trolyte must bo replenislicil with dis¬ 
tilled water to Its nccustomcil level. 

All wiring on the enr .should lie 
periodically inspected for damaged in¬ 
sulation, especially If acid has liecn 
spilled ti,'on it by any nilshnp, for the 
arid ent.s through the wire in.sulntlmi 
III a very short time. Bcnr in mind 
that the electrical power In a battery 
Is liniiled, and everything done to cun- 
serve It will mean n saving of expense 
and labor. All movable contacts 
sliould be cleaned frequently, for dirt, 
gri-asp, and foreign substances prevent 
the controller working properly and 
prevent good contact being made, 
which wastes current. The gearing 
nnd u heels should be looked over nnd 
greased ahotit once a year. 

Causes of Trouble. 

Iirnggtng lirakes. poop contact, mi- 
der-lnflatcd tires, also can.se a stirprl.s- 
Ing amount of trouble. 

Be sure to keep the battery solution 
above the plates. Do not let the tem¬ 
perature pxceeil 100 degrees Fahrenheit 
when charging.
